| Glenwood, Nov. &8—The Midland 
eleVator, adjacent outbuildings, three 
'C.P.R. box cars, and 25,000 bushels 
!of wheat were lost in a mysterious 
| fire Sunday night. The blaze was 
| discovered about 10 o'clock and all 
{efforts to stem the progress of the 
blaze proved futile. In two hours the 
elevator was razed. A grain train 
|had just pulled out of the Glenwood 
| yards when the fire broke out. The 
loss which will probably reach $50,- 
| 000 is fully covered by insurance.

!as this is the third elevator to be 
| destroyed by fire this year. Last 
jJanuary the Oglivie elevator was 
| burned, in July the Alberta wheat 
| pool elevator and now the Midland 
appears to have fallen a prey to the 
fire bug.

straw. If turnips were equal to silage 
in feeding value the crop would not 
become generally used on account 
of the extra labour required, From 
the cost of gains in the check lot, and 
the extra gains produced by feeding 
silage, it has been calculated from 
an average of four tests that when 
oat straw is the only other roughage, 
sunflower silage has a value of 
$8.99 per ton for feeder lambs. 

During the winter of 1926-27 a 
test was made to determine the value 
of sunflower silage for feeder lambs 
when low grade western rye grass 
hay was used to replace some of the 
straw. In this case tht silage gave 
a return value of only $2.46 per ton. 
One test is not sufficient to draw 
final conclusions, but from the re- 
sults to date it would appear that 
the lower the quality of the main 
roughage the higher will be the 
value of the sunflower silage.
